Enactment of this legislation would require the University of Utah Health Sciences Department
to select 2 more psychiatry residents during the 2021-22 academic year than during the prior
academic year. The bill makes the addition of the residents subject to appropriation, but the impact
for implementation would be $200,000 per year, or $100,000 per resident for salary and benefits per
year. Residencies begin during the last week of June each year, requiring a 1 week pro-rated cost in
the first fiscal year and a full cost in the second. Each succeeding year, the cost would increase as
a new cohort was selected and added to the program until year four when the cost would stabilize at
$807,700 annually for 8 additional residents across 4 cohorts.
